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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The examiner acknowledges the Applicant's amendment filed 1 2/14/2005, and 
the amendment has been officially made of record. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments, see page 6, filed 12/14/2005, with respect to claims 1-9, 
17, and 18 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C. §1 02(b) 
rejections of claims 1-9, 17, and 18, filed 6/30/2005, have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 6, and 11-17 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
applicable prior art does not show, nor does it reasonably suggest a connector device 
having a cartridge containing a predetermined quantity of optical fluid, where the 
cartridge has an entrance and exit aperture and an inner chamber for housing the 
optical fluid, and further having a ferrule including an end cap having an opening fomied 
on the end thereof, where the cartridge extends partially through the opening in the end 
cap, limitations discussed within the applicant's amended claim 6. In addition, the 
applicable prior art does nbt show, nor does it reasonably suggest a connector ferrule 
having an outer housing, an inner post having a first and second end, wherein the 
housing defines first and second annular chambers extending around the first and 
second ends and wherein the chambers contain two compression sleeves for retaining 
the first and second end of the inner post 60, as claimed by the applicant in claim 17. 
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For these reasons, claims 6 and 17 are considered novel by the examiner, and thereby 
are patentable. As claims 1 1-16 are all dependents of claim 6, and also contain the 
patentable material of claim 6, claims 11-16 are also considered patentable material.
